FINE MEETING. 

Paper on the "History of 
Hindoo Medicine." 




The regular monthly meeting of the 
Osier Society was . held on Monday 
evAiing. February 6th, at Dr. Whit 
nail's residence. The guests of the 
evening were Dr. " Bazin and Dr. 
Patch. Mr. Stewart Henry, read an 
excellent paper on "The History of 
Hindoo Medicine," a brief outline of 
which is given below., 

The source of our knowledge of 
Hindoo Medicine is to be found in 
•the great amount of Sanskrit litera- 
ture, especially in the anoient Vedas, 
or sacred writings of the Brahmins 
They, showed that the history of medi- 
cine is divisible 'into three pcriods- 
(\) A Vedic Period, from 'the migra 
lion of the -Hindoos into the Pun 
jaub to 800 B.C.: (2) A Brahmanistk 
Period from 800 B.C. to Ithe Moham- 
medan invasion about 1000 A.D.; and 
(3) An Arabic Period, from 1000 A.D. 
to the present day. 

The Vcdic Period is not remarkable 
for any very great scientific, attain- 
ments, mainly due . to the fact that 
medicine was practised by the Brah- 
mins, or priestly class. The medical 
knowledge of that day is contained in 
the Ayur Veda, which the Hindoos 
believe to be the work of Brahma 
himself. It is divided into eight parts 
which deal with primitive surgery, 
poisons and their antidotes, pr the 
treatment laid down consists largely 
of prayers, spoils, etc., for the pur- 
pose of driving out ' the demons of 
disease. 

In the Brahmanistic Period Hin- 
doo medicine was placed upon a more 
scientific basis, largely because its 
practice lhad passed from the bauds of 
the priests into ifhe hands of a high 
mixed caste of physicians. The great 
men of this period were Charaka and 
Stfsruta, whose work dominates Hin- 
doo medicine down to the present daj 
The physicians of this period were 
carefully chosen and very carefully 
trained, and a large part of the high 
attainments of medical science in In 
dia was due to these facts, together

REGISTRATION OF 
UNIV. OF NEBRASKA

Nearly 600 Students, in 
Attendance. 




With practically all the students 
back who arc going to return, the re- 
gistration for this semester totals 573 
students, as against C3S for the past 
semester. Sonic of this number are 
new students, so that in the neighbor- 
hood of one hundred of those 635 
failed to return to college this semes 
ter. Although Miss Sissa has no fig 
urcs at the present time which will 
show the exact number of new stu 
dents registered this term, the total 
for the entire school year should be 
around 700, and, counting the summer 
school, 800 people have taken advan 
tagc of the opportunities of Nevada's 
The College of Arts and Science 
has 313 students, a decrease^of 21 
from the number of last semester; 
there are 172 Engineers, 27 of Jast 
term's men having quit school or 
shifted to less strenuous lines; the 
Colleges of Agriculture and Home 
Economics have 30 and 32 students 
respectively, the same as in 1921. The 
Normal School lost 14 of its 40 mem 
bers at the beginning of 1922. 

Divided in classes the numbers arc 
Freshmen, 200; sophomores, 147 
juniors, 70; seniors, 53; igradmates 
8; unclassified, 10; specials, 62; and 
visitors, 3. An interesting point 
Shown on comparing these figures 
with those of 'last semester, for, while 
the freshman class is short 60 men am 
the sophomores two, the junior and 
senior classes each added eight stu 
dents to their roll. 

At the present time there are 357 
men and 216 women- in school as com 
pared with 398 men and 232 women 
last year. It appears that althougi 
more men enter coHcge than women, 
the chances of the woman remaining 
in University are greater.

To .this end the 
Executive have been in communication 
with the following: — His Excellency 
The Governor General; Earl Beatty; 
Right Honourable A. J. Balfour; Sir 
Harry Lauder; Mr. McKcn/.ic King; 
Tlve Right Honourable Mr. Mcighcn and 
others. 

For various reasons, none of the 
above mentioned speakers were able to 
address the Club. The Executive is at 
present corresponding with several pro 
spectivc speakers. 

The foregoing information has beer 
at the disposal of any student taking in- 
telligent and active interest in the af 
fairs of the Club, and could have been 
obtained from any member of the Exc 
cutivc. 

It therefore seems unfortunate that 
the McGill Daily considers that the best 
way to further the interests of the var 
ious clubs at McGill lies in a groundless 
and hi just personal attack on the Exe 
cutivc of each organizations.

In an article entitled "An Unsolicited 
Report of Legal Education in Canada" 
in a recent number of the Canadian 
Law Times, Professor J. T. Hébert, of 
the Faculty of Law in the University of 
Saskatchewan, comments in dispar- 
aging terms upon ' existing conditions 
A portion of his article, which will be 
of 'interest to those who arc, conteni 
plating law, is as 'follows: 

"In Canada, Dalhousic Law School at 
Halifax, King's College Law School at 
St. John, McGill Law School at Mon 
trcal, O5goodc Hall Law School at To 
ronto, Manitoba Law School at Winni 
peg, Wetmorc Hall at Rcgina, the Col 
lege of Law of the University of Sas- 
katchewan at Saskatoon, and the Al 
berta Law School with branches at Ed 
monton and Calgary, all offer courses in 
English and Canadian law, but the ex 
lent to which they are fulfilling their 
ivowcd object of producing sound law- 
crs is doubtful. 
"The unpleasant truth is that the 
standards of our law schools arc very 
low, and the cocksurcncss of those who 
compare any of them with the great 
American schools— Harvard, Columbia. 
Chicago, North-western, Yale, Michigan, 
etc., is pathetically absurb No doubt 
they arc as efficient as most of the 
'cheap proprietary diploma mills' or 
many of the night schools which infest 
*.hc United States — a poor recommenda- 
tion indeed — but there is simply no 
comparison between them and the bet : 
1er class American school. Nor is the 
difference to be accounted for by size; 
we have one school larger than some of 
the schools mentioned above, and there 
arc a number of small schools in the 
United States which have attained a 
high degree of excellence. 

The unsatisfactory situation in Ca- 
nada is due to three main causes : first, 
the lack of a teaching corps of perman- 
ent professors; second, flic too short 
college year and the want of full time 
courses during the present year; and 
third, the out-of-date and unscientific 
method of instruction prevailing. These 
three defects arc closely interrelated, for 
the appointment of permanent profes- 
sors of the. right type will result in full 
time courses and itj.,t,hc, adoption of the 
modern method of teaching law. 

"There is little hope of advance along 
these lines in the schools controlled by 
the law societies, but the various Uni 
vcrsity Law Schools are making a be 
ginning in the right direction. There 
should, however, be no rivalry between 
the Law Societies and the Universities, 
the forces of legal education cannot af 
ford to be divided, and it is submitted 
that it would be in the best interests of 
legal education in Canada if the various 
Law Societies were to hand over to the 
Universities the whole training of law 
yers in substantive law, retaining for 
themselves only the right of examining 
candidates in practice and procedure." 
Lin the remainder of his article, 
which is too lenghty for reproduction, 
Professor Hcbert contends that as far 
as possible the lectures should be given 
by permanent professors owing undi 
vided allegiance to the school, that the 
length of the school, year be lengthened 
that there should be three years of 
study "divorced entirely from the en 
tangling alliance of a law office," and 
lastly, and this point is discussed at 
much length, that the "case system" be 
adopted as the basis of study It may 
be said without exaggeration that Sas 
katcbewan students, however short 
their term, and however morassed 
the cares of law' offices, are at least not 



ATHLETIC UNION OF 
CAN. UNIVERSITIESI 

Now Being Considered by the j 
Different Colleges. 

The formation of an Intercollegiate 
Athletic Union of Canada, embracing 
all the Univcritics of the Dominion, will 
probably be accomplished within the 
next few weeks. This proposal, the 
adoption of which will mark a great de- 
velopment in the relations of Canadian 
Universities with one another, is at 
present receiving consideration from 
leaders in Varsity sport, both East and 
Wes't. ; Alec. H. Paul, President of the 
Athletic Directorate of the University 
of Saskatchewan, and W. Whittaker, 
one of Saskatchewan's representatives 
on the Board of Governors of the W. C. 
I. A. U., are favorably inclined toward 
the proposal. 

The n'ext development is expected to 
come from McGill, where Dr. A. S 
Lamb is understood to be engaged ir 
the preparation of a constitution, \vbH- 
will be submitted to the C. I. A. U., the 
W. C. I. A. U., and the Universities o' 
Eastern Canada. The proposal is that 
all Canada be divided for the purposes 
of the New Union into three districts- 
East, Centre, and West. The follow- 
ing have been accepted as fhe guidinp 
principles to be embodied in the con- 
stitution : 

1. Each division Is to control its owr 
affairs in the same manner as a branch 
of the A.A.U. of C. 
. 2. Each division shall have its own 
local constitution, but an effort should 
be made to secure uniformity where 
possible. 

4. Tire national body is to have ? 
Board of Governors, appointed by th* 
divisions, and is to be in affiliation with 
the A. A. U.. of Canada. 

The proposal to form a Dominion or 
ganization along these lines originate' 
with a member of the C.I.A.U., who 
was present at the meeting of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union of Canada at which 
a representative of the Western Uni- 
versities appeared to apply for affilia- 
tion. G. B. Langford, formerly of Al- 
berta, and now of Toronto, made the 
application on behalf of the W. C. I

The 
old Oxford, with its well-known sur- 
roundings, is a thing of the past; Ox- 
ford the progressive has come into 
sway. 

Spiritual and intellectual Oxford 
also has undergone a rapid change. 
There arc chairs now of Engineering, 
Forestry, and Biochemistry and like 
subjects which forty years ago were 
either thought to be inferior to the 
readerships and lectureships, or were 
ignored entirely. A statute has re- 
cently been passed for a final honor 
school of "Tlie Modern Greats" — 
Philosophy, Politics and Economics. 
In the last quarter of a century the 
new degrees of B. Litt., D. Litt., B. 
Sc., and D. Sc., 'have been instituted 
for the benefit of research lovers, and 
a final degree of Ph.D. has recently 
been instituted, a degree for research 
work hitherto unknown in the United 
Kingdom. 

A noteworthy and important change 
in the curriculum at Oxford is the 
abolition of compulsory Greek for a 
degree. This change, along with the 
recognition of research work, will un- 
doubtedly influence many individuals 
for whom the old Oxford held no at- 
tractions, to go to the Oxford of to- 
day.

NATIONAL DEBATING 



Announcement of the plans for the 
Western Inter-Varsity debates suggests 
the possibility of arranging for a debate 
next year "between East and West. 

In 1920 the Manitoba track team made 
the long trip to Toronto and acquitted 
themselves creditably in competitior. 
with McGill, Queen's, Toronto and the 
Royal Military College. 

The expense of sending athletic teams 
is, however, very great, and such trips 
must for a long time to come continue 
to be the event of a decade. 

With debating the case is entirely dif- 
ferent. A team of two can make the 
trip at an expense which can be met 
by the ordinary debating revenues. 

We know how much our Western 
Inter-Varsity sports have meant to us 
in the elimination of a narrow self-sa- 
tisfied spirit of provincialism. How 
much more would it mean to us and to 
our fellow Canadians in eastern univer- 
sities for men of the West to meet men 
of the East on a common platform to 
debate some question of national im- 
portance? 

Anything which helps to bring us to- 
gether as a nation is to be desired. We 
submit that the holding' of a national 
debate between East and West could be 
justficd upon this ground alone. We 
do not know whether any workable 
plan can be devised which will include 
all Canada, from Nova Scotia to Bri- 
tish Columbia, but one which extendt 
from Alberta to McGill goes most of 
the way. Wc suggest that the Western 
Inter-Collegiate Debating League en- 
deavor to make some such arrangement.

with a very high system of medical 
ethics. 

The great weakness of medicine 
and surgery was the lack of exact 
knowledge of anatomy; hence dis- 
eases instead of heing referred to 
organs and symptoms, were consid- 
ered to result from derangement of 
one of their elements; ah*, 
•hlegm or bile, of which the body 
was thought to be composed. There 
were many kinds of each of these 
îlements, and each sort gave rise to 
"ts own diseases, hence the (total 
number o< ailmends dwscribed was 
lormous. The treatment of dis- 
ease was carried out by regulation of 
he diet, by medicines or by charms, 
>rayers and so forth. The native 



pharmacopoeia was very extensive 
and very original; it contained drugs 
of animal, vegetable, and mineral 
origin. Thm mineral drugs arc wor- 
thy of note as their preparation pre- 
supposes sonic knowledge of chemis- 
try. 

Prevention of disease was of equal 
importance with treatment, and was 
rendered very effective by the re- 
ligious ntles of the Brahmins. Per- 
sonal cleanliness and regulations of 
the diet were especially insisted upon 
and of the greatest importance in 
limiting disease. 

Siirgary was the highest art of 
Hindoo physicians, and many opera- 
tions Which they regularly perform- 
ed are looked upon nowadays as 
triumphs of modern science. Their 
greatest achievements were in the 
line of lithotomy, laparatomy and 
nlastiic surgery. 

Susruts, who lived about 500—600 
A.D., mentions 121 instruments, in- 
cluding forceps, saws, knives, tro- 



trocars, needics and syringes. It 5« 
said that Hindoo surgery included 
every known surgical procedure ex-; 
cept the use. of the ligature. . 

Obstetrics and gynecology were 
not greatly developed and seem ■ 'to 
have been left in the hands of mid- ■ 
wives. 

The Mohammedan invasion of In- 
dia occurred about 1000 A.D-, and 
from that time forward little medical 
progress was made, and much good 
work was undone — notably, a sys- 1 
torn of public hospitals erected by 
the Buddhist kings came to an end. 

Indian medicine influenced that 
of the Greeks, after the march of 
Alexander the Great, as is shown by 
he writings of Greek historians and 
Greek physicians, and the Arabs and 
othcrsw ho traded with India over 
the great caravan routes, carried In- 
dian methods of combatting disease 
into Asia Minor and Southern and 
Western Europe.
